I recall your 
mentioning a letter from Chairman Fraser to the President on this matter. 
As I recall the reply from the NS@. staff was to be that appropriate offices 
were being consulted. I have no further information on this exchange. 
Ihave, however, attached (Tab B) the infamous for your 25 
background. Do we know for sure that NS“ is aware of the DOJ Subcommittee 
agreement and our amended Memorandum of Understanding (Tab A) lifting 
the stand down? Iam still not clear on precisely what NSA's most recent © 
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problem with the Subcommittee is, although I assume it relates to press 
coverage of the public hearings which mistakenly identifies NSA as the 
unnamed intelligence agency that was the source of the information contained 
in J. Edgar Hoover's letters to Mitchell. The attached ‘Congressional Quarter] 
piece (Tab C) is, in this regard, even worse than the Wall Street Journal, 
because it misquotes Hershman as having specifically named NSA. Should 
you be in touch with NSA you might point out that the CIA has also been 
identified as the unnamed intelligence agency (by the Washington Post) and 

. that the Subcommittee is not in a position to clarify the matter.
